Was the disastrous Santa Ana 
earthquake of 1933 a quirk of fate 
which layed the foundation for 
a modern spacious campus? 

Perhaps it was. In 1933 Santa 
Ana College was located on*the 
old Santa Ana High campus. Main 
offices were situated in a two 
story wing of the campus. Dons 
shared the gym and science facili- 
ties with SAHS. 


The earthquake demolished 
most of the campus and Dons set 
up temporary quarters in an 
abandoned school building on 
Tenth and Main. A nearby church 
served for assembly meetings, the 
YMCA and the Lincoln Street 
school for gym facilities, another 
old school building at the corner 
of First and Sycamore for science 
classes and a series of borrowed 
army bungalows for fine arts. 

This was the SAC campus from 
1933 to 1946. For thirteen years 
Dons endured a city wide campus 
of temporary quarters. 

Fullerton high school campus 
was not damaged by the ‘33 
earthquake and Fullerton College 
is still located on the high school 
campus. Did an earthquake and 
time provide the instruments to 
move SAC from the high school 
to a home of its own?
